SAIGON (UPI) — Viet Cong guerrillas 
today caught a nine-man American pa­ 
trol asleep and killed seven of the sol­ 
diers and wounded the other two in the 
bamboo hut where they were napping, 
military sources said. 
An Army officer told UPI correspon­ 
dent David Lamb, “ The squad may have 
made a practice of goofing off in the 
hut. The Viet Cong could have watched 
them establish this pattern night after 
night and were waiting.’’ 
The destruction of the patrol 37 miles 
southwest of Saigon came as guerrilla 
units across thecountry launched at least 
30 mortar or rocket attacks against 
allied bases and towns, mostly in the Me­ 
kong Delta. 
It marked the heaviest wave of Viet 
Cong shellings since the Nov. 1 halt to 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam. But all 
the attacks ended by dawn. There were no 
followup assaults to indicate they were 
part of a general offensive.

Macco Realty Co. is definitely planning 
to go ahead with its giant second home 
and 
recreational 
complex on 14,000 
acres of the former Hollister Ranch west 
of Gaviota, county officials revealed to­ 
day. 
That was the word brought from a 
meeting of development company offi­ 
cials with two county supervisors Thurs­ 
day night. The lengthy session was at­ 
tended by Supervisors Francis H. Beat­ 
tie, of Lompoc, and Daniel G. Grant, of 
Goleta Valley. 
The projected Macco development lies 
in both the Third and Fourth Supervis­ 
orial districts represented by the two 
supervisors. 
Grant said it was indicated by Macco 
officials that they have full realization 
of development problems facing them, 
as a result of county insistence that a 
guaranteed water supply be set up, and 
guarantees be made that the county woulc 
not fall heir to unexpected heavy expense 
should the project falter. 
The Southern California - based de­ 
velopment company, a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Penn-Central Railroad, has 
revealed hopes of setting up 6,000 fam­ 
ilies on the valuable, but isolated, ocean 
front area between Gaviota and Pt. Con­ 
ception. 
Problems of water supply, sanitation, 
law 
enforcement, fire protection and 
other 
matters 
could be formidable 
in such a “ satellite community” dis­ 
tant from established 
communities, 
county officials have pointed out. 
In addition, Vandenberg Air Force 
Base authorities have hinted of future 
missile firings over what might be a 
major housing area of the project. 
In spite of these problems, 
Grant 
showed, the company officials gave ev­ 
ery indication they will carry on more 
studies to try to meet all county re­ 
quirements. 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI)-The Re­ 
publicans gained control of the state As­ 
sembly this year for the first time in a 
decade*. One of the first actions of the 
chairman of the Rules Committee was to 
ban the miniskirt.

PARIS (UPI) — American and South 
Vietnamese negotiators held an urgent 
meeting today to study the possibility of 
a new attempt to break the procedural 
deadlock blocking broadened talks on 
Vietnam. 
Cyrus R. Vance, No. 2 American del­ 
egate, and Pham Dang lam, the South 
Vietnamese delegation chief, reviewed 
Vietnamese developments in Paris and 
Saigon during an American 
embassy 
meeting. 
There was no indication the allies 
planned to make new procedural offers 
to the Communists. Ha Van Lau, the 
North 
Vietnamese delegate 
involved 
in 
the secret 
procedural talks with 
Vance, was in Strasbourg, the Alsatian 
capital, today to address a local peace 
movement meeting. 
It was the first meeting between Vance 
and Lam since Tuesday when both agreed 
it was now up to the Communists to make 
fresh bargaining offers. Hanoi officials, 
however, insisted they would not budge 
from their demand the conference must 
be a meeting of four equals in defiance 
of the allies’ refusal to grant the Viet 
Cong full equality with Saigon. 
Meanwhile, Asian diplomatic sources 
reported Communist China was showing 
increasing interest in the Paris talks, 
and planned to discuss it with the Amer­ 
icans 
at the two countries’ ambassa­ 
dorial meeting in Warsaw Feb. 20. 
The meeting, requested by Peking to 
discuss possible “ coexistence” between 
America and China, has been scheduled 
for Feb. 20. 
The Asian diplomats said Peking is 
once again taking an active interest in 
foreign affairs now that its cultural rev­ 
olution power struggle and purge has 
subsided and would like to be a partner 
to any definite settlement in Southeast 
Asia. 
Federal probe 
embarrasses 
Sirhan lawyer 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Los Angeles 
County’s hope of making the trial of 
Sirhan B. Sirhan a legal masterpiece is 
being embarrassed by a federal grand 
jury that keeps asking questions about 
Sirhans leading attorney. 
The situation threatens attorney Grant 
B. Copper with potential contempt pro­ 
ceedings. It lias become so serious that 
Cooper consulted a colleague about with­ 
drawing from the trial of the young Jor­ 
danian accused of killing Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy. He was advised to stay. 
It also has led Cooper and his asso­ 
ciates in Sirhan’s defense, 
attorneys 
Russell 
Parsons and Emil Zola Ber­ 
man, to seek further delays in the Sir­ 
han trial — apparently without success. 
Sirhan is due back in court Monday when 
selection of a jury is to begin. 
Cooper’s difficulties with the federal 
grand jury have nothing to do with the 
Sirhan case. They stem from his role 
as a defense lawyer in the Friars Club 
card 
cheating trial, 
in which five 
men were convicted of fleecing wealthy 
actors and businessmen of an estimated 
$400,000 in crooked card games at a 
stag club in Beverly Hills. 
Before that trial, the federal grand 
jury held lengthy hearings on the Friars 
Club matter. The testimony, much of it 
from big names in worlds of business 
and entertainment, was supposed to be 
secret — not available to the defense 
lawyers. 
Late in the trial, somebody noticed a 
transcript of testimony given the grand 
jury by actor Phil Silvers lying on a ta­ 
ble near Cooper. The attorney was ques­ 
tioned by the trial judge. He said he did 
not know how the transcript got there. 
Later he admitted this was not true. 
When the grand jury'summoned Cooper 
to question him about the transcript, he 
pleaded that the questions violated his 
confidential relationship with a client. 
On Tuesday, U.S. Dist. Judge Francis 
Whelan ordered Cooper to return to the 
grand 
jury 
room 
and answer the 
questions regardless.

Brig. Gen. Kronauer 
Base general 
nominated to 
higher rank 


Brig. Gen. Clifford Kronauer, 48, com­ 
mander of the Air Force Western Test 
Range at Vandenberg, yesterday was 
nominated for promotion to major gen­ 
eral by President Johnson. 
The nomination has been sent to Con­ 
gress for final approval. Officials here 
say the announcement gave no indica­ 
tion of just when Congress might con­ 
firm 
the 
Presidential 
selection. 
However, confirmation could come mo­ 
mentarily since Congress is now in ses­ 
sion. 


The promotion could mean a transfer 
for Kronauer since the position he now 
holds is a one star berth. There has 
been speculation recently that the posi­ 
tion might be upgraded to a major 
general slot because the range is in­ 
creasing in importance as a Manned 
Orbiting Lab and other high priority Air 
Force projects come closer to reality. 
However, sources close the manpower 
management said they know of no stu­ 
dies or plans now being circulated to 
upgrade the position. 


Maj. Gen. Joseph Bleymai^r, who 
commanded the range before Kronauer, 
arrived at Vandenberg in Sept. 1965 as 
a one star general. He was promoted in 
1967 and shortly thereafter was trans­ 
ferred. 


As commander of the Range since 
July 1967, Kronauer has been respon­ 
sible for missile flight safety and data 
acquisition and r?duction on all launches 
from Vandenberg. He is a native of 
El Paso, Tex. He came to Vandenberg 
from Washington where he was assign­ 
ed to the Secretary of Defense. 


Kronauer received his first star in 
mid-1965. His selection for a second 
star so early surprises no observers 
close to the Air Force personnel pic­ 
ture. Kronauer has a strong background 
in engineering and manpower manage­ 
ment. He holds a masters degree from 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
During his term as Range commander 
here, Kronauer has guided an extensive 
effort aimed at man-rating the entire 
Western Test Range in preparation for 
upcoming manned shots. Also during 
his term, AFWTR placed his naval fleet 
at sea to participate in the Apollo moon 
shot.

Correctisnal science 
courses now underway 


A vocational program for ca­ 
reers in correctional science is 
one of the fastest growing of­ 
ferings at Hancock College. 
In addition to the five courses 
offered on the campus, an off- 
campus internship program has 
turned out to be the best educa- 
tion for a select few college 
students. This program, inaug­ 
urated in 1967 by Hancock Col­ 
lege with the cooDeration of the 
Federal Correctional Institu­ 
tion at Lompoc, was designed to 
give interested students the op­ 
portunity to earn while partici­ 
pating in on-the-job training at 
FCI. 
Applicants for this program 
must take Civil Service Exami­ 
nations to qualify for an intern­ 
ship position at FCI. If they 
qualify, they are granted aGS-3 
Civil Service Rating and they 
go to work on a half-time basis 
while continuing in their stu­ 
dies. Since a full-time GS-3 pay 
scale is $4600 a year, astudent 
intern can earn $2300 or more 
if he interns for a full year. 
Intern programs vary from 
six months to one year. One of 
the main purposes of the pro 
gram 
is 
to give students a 
chance to look over the situa­ 
tion and further their interest 
in a career in the correctional 
field. Of particular interest is 
the fact that the last four stu­ 
dents to take this program have 
gone on to full-time career posi­ 
tions at FCI after graduation 
from 
Hancock College. They 
were

Jimmie Johnson, J r 
For 
those 
who 
qualify 
after the internship, regular 
fulltime 
employment 
at FCI 
earns the individual a GS-6 Civ­ 
il Service Rating and an annual 
salary 
of $6,321. Overtime, 
night differential and holiday 
pay can make the salary even 
higher. Ronald Klein, a 1968 
graduate of Hancock College, 
has already been promoted as 
senior officer at FCI with a 
Civil Service Rating of GS-7 
which is considerably higher in 
pay. 
Interns start in the correc­ 
tional division at FCI. They get 
to know inmates, learn discip­ 
line, find out what is expected 
of them and, in conjunction with 
their college courses, they have 
the opportunity to apply what 
they have learned in the class­ 
room. Psychology, speech, re­ 
port writing are some of the 
essential aids which come in 
handy at FCI. 
There 
are 
approximately 
1100 inmates at the Lompoc fa- 
cility and some 300 employees 
keep the FCI “ city” operaU

Mackle also was told to pack 
the bills in a suitcase whose 
dimensions were to be exactly 
31.5 in« hes by 18.75 inches. 
In a “ head-shot” photograph 
of Miss Mackle, mailed to her 
home, a sign with the lone word 
“ kidnaj>ed” was stuck under the 
chin 
The ransom instructions to 
Mackle warned “ any deviation 
from this outline will result in 
your death” as well as the 
death of his daughter. 
Conviction on the extortion

grabs a rebound and gets the 
pass out for the fast break.” 
“ Unseld’s 
the difference,” 
agrees Atlanta coach Richie 
Guern. “ He gives Baltimore 
a consistent rebounder, With 
Unseld, they’re stronger phys­ 
ically than even the Lakers, 
even when they have Chamber- 
lain in the middle.” 
What makes Unseld so effec­ 
tive? At barely 6-8, he is one 
of the league’s shorter pivot- 
men.

“ No one’s tried to push me 
around,” said Unseld, whose 
build has been likened to that of 
the United Nations building. “ I 
can take it and I can give it. If 
a person finds he can push you 
around in this league, he will. 
“ There’s no brotherly love 
out there. You have to fend for 
yourself.” 
Unseld, it can be reported, 
fends very well. But then, rough­ 
ness never bothered him. It was 
always the little things. 
“ Getting used to the travel­ 
ing and playing all the time have 
been my hardest adjustments,” 
he said. “ All this traveling is 
tough.” 
Most NBA people, including 
Bullets’ 
coach 
Gene Shue, 
thought Unseld would not assert 
himself as quickly as he has. 
“ Wes was an odd size and aw­ 
ful small to play the pivot,” 
Shue recalled. “ His speed was 
horrible but he had real good 
quickness. His shooting, I think, 
was questionable, too.”

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Lesson learned? 


Half a century ago, on January 16, 1919, one of the most 
costly mistakes of our democratic process was written into 
the Constitution. On that day Nebraska became the 36th state 
to ratify the Eighteenth Amendment, and Prohibition became 
part of the basic law of the land. 
What happened between 1920, when it became effective, and 
1933, when the 21st Amendment repealed it stands as an un­ 
believably sordid period in our history. Instead of temperance, 
Prohitibion bred excess. 
Instead of lawfulness, it spawned 
organized crim e. Instead of saving lives and souls, it led to 
their destruction. Instead of nurturing prudence, it begat pro­ 
fligacy. 


Word to critics 


It was Will Rogers who said, “All I know is what I read in 
the papers.” 
The sharp-witted hum orist’sw ords can be interpreted a couple 
of different ways, but they express something that is still 
true: Except for those events in which we are direct partici­ 
pants, about all we know of what’s happening in the world is 
what we read or hear or see by virtue of the varied media 
that come under the head of journalism. 
Rogers would agree that a healthy cynicism should be part 
of every read er’s or listen er’s or viewer’s equipment, espe­ 
cially in this day when we are bombarded from all sides not 
only by genuine news but by that which poses as news but which 
is really manufactured to plead special interests or sell 
products. 
He would also agree, however, that things are in bad shape 
when particularized skepticism begins to be replaced by gen­ 
eralized disbelief on the part of the news-hungry public. 
We seem to be in such a period today. The International 
P ress Institute reports that distrust of news media is erowine 
in the United States and constitutes more of a challenge than 
the technical and economic problems that beset the industry. 
The institute, an organization of newspaper editors from 
57 countries, notes as a “disquieting development” the feeling 
that news media incite the violence they report, despite lack 
of proof of any direct connection between riots or other dis­ 
orders and the reporting of them. 
The feeling is not limited to newspapers by any means. 
Reuven F rank, head of NBC News, observed recently that

The tragedy of Prohibition is that it was indeed, as Herbert 
Hoover said, “an experiment noble in motive.” (He didn’t call 
it “a noble experiment.” ) The motive was the saving of men 
from their own weaknesses. 
The lesson of Prohibition should have been that we can’t 
enforce moral laws with a policeman; we can’t legislate good­ 
ness into men. We must have laws safeguarding the rights of 
all people. We need wise controls and regulations of those 
things that are potentially damaging to society’s well being. 
But the inner man must look to a higher power for the strength 
to combat temptation, the inspiration to overcome weakness, 
the will to be what we were intended to be. 


“a new love-hate relationship has suddenly burst forth between 
television and its basic audience.” People are watching more 
and liking it less — the riots during the Democratic conven­ 
tion in Chicago, for example — and are transferring their 
revulsion at events to the medium that reports them. 
CBS President Frank Stanton sees the fundamental freedom 
of the press in “grave danger” from increasing instances of 
government intervention, implied or actual. He cites the ad­ 
verse reactions of public officials to coverage of the 1967 
ghetto riots, Secretary of Agriculture Freem an’s threats of 
tighter regulation after a CBS broadcast on “ Hunger in Amer­ 
ica” and numerous ultimatums and investigations generated 
by news coverage of the Chicago convention. 
The nation has special commissions coming out of its ears. 
But it might be a good thing to appoint one more, composed 
of distinguished Americans outside the field of journalism, 
to take a searching look at the news media, if only to dis­ 
cover that it still perform s a useful function. 
Before giving up on the Fourth Estate, we might ask our­ 
selves, how many cityhall scandals are unearthed by politi­ 
cians, or how many government boondoggles are revealed by 
bureaucrats, and how many by sometimes obnoxious but al­ 
ways dedicated reporters and their editors? 
A free and unfettered press —which is the only kind worth 
having — will inevitably offend some people all of the time and 
all of the people some of the time. When it ceases to do this, 
then will it indeed deserve the distrust and contempt of the 
public.

Indeed, he made very deep inroads in 
the very eastern territory that was sup­ 
posed to be bound tight to Rockefeller. 
But the compounded irony is that, hav­ 
ing done this and having been elected, 


Richard Nixon as president may now have 
to try to outdo in progressiveness the 
governors who opposed him. 
As this column has reported more 
than once, he has sweeping plans for 
recasting the GOP into the majority 
party at the national level — a posi­ 
tion it has not occupied for nearly 40 
years. 
Yet his aides concede that no amount 
of organizational reshuffling or brighten­ 
ing of the party image by the offering 
of more “ new face” candidates for 
Congress will do the job “unless Nixon 
is a good president.” 
Having triumphed, Nixon clearly will 
be looked to by the American people 
to do something positive and conclusive 
about settling the Vietnam war. Interest­ 
ingly enough, some very high-placed 
Democrats think he has a very good 
chance of doing this. 
On the domestic front, he continuous­ 
ly represented himself to the voters as 
the candidate who could restore tran­ 
quility to the country’s racially troubl­ 
ed, crime-ridden and sometimes poverty- 
stricken cities. He won, above all, on 
“ law and o rd er.” 


Since the problem of unrest, however, 
is at once a national phenomenon yet 
inevitably local in its occurrences, the 
specific authority involved in effecting 
solutions can — under our system — 
only be state and local. 
This means that the new President’s 
contribution must be one of leadership: 
F irst devising imaginative new approach­ 
es, if such can be found, to m atters 
like the racial struggle, crim e in the 
streets and campus turmoil, and then us­ 
ing the political and moral force of his 
office to gain from governors, mayors 
and others the support required for ap­ 
plication of these new approaches. 
At best, in this vast area so disturb­ 
ing to millions of Americans, Nixon can 
be an inventor, a co-ordinator and a 
persuader. 
If, somehow, even part of his task is 
accomplished, Nixon may prove himself 
with the voters, including countless mid­ 
dle-class suburbanites, who saw him as 
the prom iser of law and order. 
Still, neither he nor his most percep­ 
tive assistants believe this could be 
enough to assure him of being judged a 
“ good president.” It is agreed among 
them that he must search for, and 
hopefully apply with telling effect, means 
wh<cb are both economical (in a nation 
ever more seriously resistant to tax 
rises) and imaginative for dealing with 
the racial tensions, the poverty and the 
alienation now afflicting the inner cities 
and many campuses.

The market 


An office of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles will be opened in Lompoc it was 
announced yesterday. 


Stock market shareowners have now 
built themselves beyond 23 million as the 
new year — and the new Nixon Adminis­ 
tration begins. That's a very heady fig­ 
ure — and speculations can be very heady 
wine. 
No administration, too, has a stake in 
the market. No administration in history, 
has ever been re-elected in a bear mar­ 
ket. 
One trouble with 
speculation 
is that 
it's 
too 
exciting. 
Leading averages of 
stock prices have in­ 
creased about three 
per cent a year in 
this century. Stocks 
offer wonderful op­ 
portunities to accu­ 
mulate a nest egg and 
a c q u i r e security. 
There is an inade­ 
quate hedge against 
inflation but better than most other med­ 
iums. 
However, in most families the protec­ 
tion of hard-earned capital in this way 
must be the first consideration, and 
the excitement can destroy this. Mil­ 
lions will ponder hard before they buy a 
car or something for the house. But 
they'll put their money into a stock tip 
all but blindly when up pop tantalizing 
assortm ents of what millions really 
seem to want: fast movers. These are 
the candle and they are the moth. 
For example, at this moment just five 
computer stocks in the so-called optics 
scanning field show a market value of 
$675 million. All five put together had 
gross sales last year of only about 
$40 million. And that sparkling five ran 
up an aggregate loss of $12 million. Any 
m arket is built on a great many illu­ 
sions. 
Emotionalism, 
or fashion, in 
stocks again and again kisses goodbye 
to realities. 
Sometimes it takes a long time to get 
over the results — and some big-tipped, 
high - flying stocks (and the people who 
buy them) never do. 
In 1929 the Dow-Jones industrial aver­ 
age reached a peak of 381. Then came 
the nightmarish October crash, followed 
by the depression. The Dow hit a bottom 
of 41 in 1932, the deepest it dropped into 
the black pit. It took 25 years for stocks 
to come back to the level of 1929. 
World War II came and went. The in- 
flation zoomed up like Saturn 5 and 
Apollo 8. We had abandoned gold co»> 
vertibility. We had devalued the dollar. 
But not until 1954 did stock averages 
finally recover. At last the Dow topped 
400. 
Even so, the market showed that the 
same old unexpected quicksand always 
remained. In just the first six months 
of 1962 the market dropped $116 billion, 
swift and murderous as a flung knife. 
On February 9, 1966 — three years 
ago — the market on the New York 
Stock Exchange nudged the mystic 1,000 
in 
the 
Dow 
average. It closed that 
day (still unequalled) at 995.15. Then the 
egg hit the fan. The market staged one 
of the most horrendous drops in history. 
Dropping like Roscoe, the 1,200-pound 
diving horse at Atlantic City, the market 
fell a full 250 points in only six months 
to a low of 744 bv October 7. 
The next year saw Wall Street begin­ 
ning to break the volume records (since 
surpassed) by the biggest volume in the 
exchange's 175-year history. The daily 
businss of Wall Street’s biggest broker­ 
age house often exceeded two million 
shares but, actually, only four of the 39 
stocks used in the Dow averages reach­ 
ed a new high in 1967, The 1968 churn­ 
ing in the cream ery likewise was terrii* 
ic. But the market has still to recover 
to where it was three years ago. For, 
although often forgotten, there is a seller 
for every buyer. 
The stock market usually adjusts fairly 
accurately to the profit outlook. Ulti­ 
mately, 
prices 
respond to earnings, 
yields and prospects. But prices are 
made by supply and demand, not values. 
Values change if conditions change, and 
the market in any case is always antici­ 
pating the future, not reflecting the p re s­ 
ent. 
It m irrors the hopes and fears of 
worldwide millions. If the worldwide miU 
lions want money or anything else more 
than stocks, or if uncertainty grips them, 
the law of supply and demand overrides

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is now clear the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion will depend heavily on craftsm en in 
high places. 
This would seem to confirm predic­ 
tions that Nixon will seek pragmatic 
rather than doctrinaire solutions to hairy 
foreign, defense and domestic problems. 
Take the State and 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ments as examples: 
The 
reliance 
on 
craftsm en is seen in 
t h e 
unprecedented 
appointment of vet­ 
eran foreign service 
/ 
officer 
U. 
Alexis 
Johnson to the No. 3 
A 
post in the State De- 
partment and the se­ 
lection of career diplomat Robert Yost 
as ambassador to the United Nations. 
It is seen again in the appointment of 
David Packard, head of Hewlett-Packard 
electronics, as deputy secretary of de­ 
fense and scientist Robert C. Seamans, 
form er deputy chief of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration, as 
secretary of the Air Force. 
It is apparent in the reappointment 
of the skilled negotiator, Ellsworth Bunk­ 
er, as ambassador to South Vietnam and 
the selection of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
form er ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions and two-time ambassador to South 
Vietnam, as chief negotiator with Hanoi 
in Paris. 
Except for Lodge, these men are pro­ 
fessionals in their fields, not politi­ 
cians. I/Odge, of late, by his consider­ 
able service in Vietnam, the United Na­ 


tions and West Germany, has also be­ 
come a professional. 
In addition, President-elect Nixon has 
made it clear Secretary of State-desig­ 
nate William Rogers was picked in con­ 
siderable measure because of his tech- 
nical skill at negotiating. 
Taken together, these appointments 
have significance. 
In his Defense and State Department 
selections, Nixon is bringing the United 
States closer to the British and Japa­ 
nese systems. In those countries, per­ 
manent undersecretaries provide contin­ 
uity and great technical skills at high 
levels of the government, regardless of 
the party in power. 
With some noted exceptions, the Bri­ 
tish have been known over the centur­ 
ies for their pragmatic approach to 
foreign and defense problems. 
In foreign affairs at this time, prag­ 
matic professionalism may be just what is 
needed. 
For despite their doctrinaire fixations, 
Leonid Brezhnev, Ho Chi Minh and Mao 
Tse-tung are quite pragmatic men in 
their own way, especially when faced 
with serious problems. 
Each of these men has an uncanny 
ability to find doctrinaire reasons for 
whatever practical solutions they decide 
on. 
At present, all three are tem porari­ 
ly overextended and need some relaxa­ 
tion. 
But it will take highly skilled, hard- 
headed practical U.S. negotiators to win­ 
now grain from the chaff and prevent 
the United States from being “taken” 
by these experienced opponents.
